' The Office of Chief General was formerly 

the firſt in the whole Kingdom, which or=- 
dinarily was conferred upon the Deyro's , ſe- 
cond Son 3 but having 'then , another Son, 
Which, for the Mothers ſake, he was willing 
fo2dvance, he divided this great charge be- 
twixt them, with command, that they ſhould 
govern each his three years by turn. This took 
for ſome time, until one of them, having 
taſted the ſweetneſs of ruling, was loth"to 
gait ſo ſplendid an employment 3 he there- 
ore leagues with the great Lords of the Coun- 

trey, and ſettles his power fo faft, during his 
Commiſſion, that neither the commands and 
entreaties of his Father, nor the violence. of 
his. offended Brother, were able to remove 
him : Yet this being a buſineſs of fo ill and 
ſo great conſequence, and like to embroil 
the Kindom in diſorders, the Deyro relolved 
to chaſtiſe his rebellious Son 3 which, by the 
alliance of his Kings, and'the valour of his 
former General, he did. And this was the be- 
ginning, and the firſt inteſtine war that ever 
happened againſt the Deyrs's State and Au- 
thority. | 
The 
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The aforeſaid General being for his good 


ſervice continugd in his command, ordered his 
buſineſs ſo well, that after his Majeſties death 
he made himſelf Lord of his inheritance,uſurp- 
ing the Government of the Kingdom wholly 
into his hands 5 leaving yet the Deyro's Court 
in.ics former ſtate and greatnels, (his Succeſſor 
to his Revenue); and commanding he ſhould 
be aſcd in all things with-the ſame reſpe and 
ceremony as betore, Theſe proceedings pro- 
duced another: War , another. General being 
choſen ;-who having overthrown the former, 
uſurped to himſelf what he had condemned in 
his Predcceſſor the Soveraignty ot the whole 


Land; which accaſioned a third inteſtine War

two: For now the Kings and Governors of 

Provinces began to ſet up each for himſelf, (o

. by . theſe difſenting' Grandees : During theſe 
troubles it. felt out that a: bold active Fellow, 
formetly a private Souldicr ,, thinking it beſt 
fiſhing in;troubled waters, reſolved to put in 
for a ſhare; Having therefore got rogether 
forty or fifty. Companions, as deſperate as him- 
felf; he in a little time,what with his good tor-. 
tune and good condudt, grew very numerous; 
and conſiderable , and having taken ſeveral

| | three years he became abſolute and Soveraign 
Lord of the whole Kingdom. He, as the other 
Uifurpers, left the Deyro in quiet poſſeſſion of 
all he formerly enjoyed (except the Govern- 
ment) which he held himſelf 3; and was after- 
wards by the ſaid Deyrs, (unable to vindicate 
his own right ) acknowledged and crowned 
Emperor of Fafarn with unimaginable pomp 
and magnificence. 

This Emperor , whoſe name was Taychs, 
being no lefs prudent then brave,fearing leti the 
great Lords of his Kingdom, reflecting upon 
the lowneſſe of his former condition might 
contemn his preſent Authority, as diſdaining 
to be governed by one tls then themſelves, 
thought ic beſt to keep chem in action,the bet- 
ter to divert them from cavilling anew 3. he 
therefore ſent thoſe Kings and Chiefs, that he 
feared moſt , with an Army of fixty thouſand 
Men,to war againſt Corea, & reduce that Coun- 
try to the obedience of the Foapan Empire. 
Theſe he held there with kind meſſages, and 
reiterated promifes of ſaccours ſeven whole 
years, commanding they ſhould not return till 
they had ſubdued & made conqueſtof all : But 
the Army longing for their Countrey, their 
Wives and Children, and deſpairing:of a re- 

| turn, 
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turn, matined 3 and deſtroying, burning, and 
- plundering all they could meet; endeavoured 

rhe ſatisfaQtiort of their pretended wrongs by 
the deſolation of.others; The Coreans,unablef 
to endure this violence any longer, ſent an 
Ambaiſador to the Emperour Taycko , who 
-being admitted into his Court, tound meany 
to take away hislife by poyſon, 1n revenge of 
the manitold wrongs his Country had ſuffered 
bythe injurious ambition of. this Prince. The 
Kings and Lords, commanding the Army in 
| Corea, hearing of their Emperor's death, rc 
folved to quit that Country, and to return eve 
ry one to his own, in exp=Aation and hope 
who among(t them might be choſen to ſucceed 
ir-the Soveraignty. '/ 
 TheEmperor being removed, left one only 
Son behind him , called Fiderz, about fir 
years of age 3 but before he died he appointed 
him a Governor, one of the greatelt Lord; 
of his Country,by name Ongoſchio 5 one whon 
he had obliged by his favors, and relied upon 
above all others for his ttdelity : To this Perfor 
he delivered his Enfant-Son , with command 
that when he was fiftecn years of age,he ſhould 
caaſe him to be crowned by the Deyro, wit 
the:uſual pomps and Ceremonies, as Emperot 
of Fapan. Ognoſchto being thus declared Go 
ver..ovot the Princes Perſon, was likewile |

[He Revenue which is divided among 
.& the Kings and governing Lords, amounts 
{ as 1s already demonſtrated ) to 18400000 
Coquyns, or Pounds ſterling 3 according to 
which account, each of them muſt, propor- 
-tionably, entertain a ſele& company of: Souk 
dicrs, always in readineſs for the Emperor's 
ſervice3 fo that he who hath a thouſand Co- 
quyns yearly, muſt bring into the field,, when 
ever he is commanded, twenty Foot Souldiers 
& two Horſe-Men. Thus the Lord of Fiarmor, 
who hath 60000 Coquyns a year, muſt enter-= 
tain,as he calily may.one thouſand twohundred 
Foot, and one hundred and twenty Horſe, be- 
{ide Servants, Slaves, and what more is necef> 
fary for the Train, The number therefore of 
Souldiers, which. the Emperor hath continu- 
ally in ſervice, entertained by the aforcfaid 
Kings and Lords, amount to three hundred 
fixty eight thouſand Foot, and thirty. fix thou- 
ſand eight hundred Horſe.

of his own Perſon. Moſt of the Lords, efpe- 
cially the moſt powerful , do ordinarily keep 
double the number of Souldiers 3 and many 
more then they are obliged to by their tax ;

ingratiate themſclves with their common Ma- 
ſter , as hath appeared at large in the fate War. 
The Horſe-Men are all harnafſed, though the 
Foot have nootherdetenſive arms thera Head- 
Piece 3 the Horſe are armed, forme with ſhovt 
Gans, fome with ſhort Pikes, others with 
Bows and Arrows , and all with Swords or 
Sables.

T He Senators, or Councellors, hath each 
his Office apart, excepting only four, who 
are the principal and chief Miniſters of State 3 
theſe come daily to Court , and diſpatch all 
Publick Afﬀairs by his Majeftics directions 3 
andare (as likewiſe the other minor Senators) 
highly reſpe&ed and Eau 74 the ſubordis 
nate Kings and Lords ; The chief of theſe have 
two hundred thouſand pounds a year,the mids 
de half fo much, and the leſſer thirty, twency, 
and ten thouſand pounds per Ay. Theis Aus 
thority and Power is contined to.the Empe- 
xor's Pleaſure, none of them (upon pain of 
Baniſhment or worſe )daring to adviſe a ſecond 
time , after Anſwer once received from the 
Prince, His Majeſtie chuſes theſe his Conncel- 
lors out of thoſe Gentlemen that have ſerved

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well and long, having been, bred up in the 
Court with him, and had the addreſs to pleaſe 
him moft. All the Aﬀairs of the Kingdom paſs 
theſe” mens hands; but they are very circum- 
pin obſerving his Majelties eye and plea- 
fure, before they adventure to propoſe & 
or anſwer,and all to continue in his good grace 
and'favour; nay, they are ſo fearfully flaviſh, 
that they appxove ot whatever the Prince pro- 
poſts, anditchough the ruine ofa Province de-

The quality of bis Princes and 
Lords, andtheir might. 


He Revenues of the commanding Lords, 
' as appears by their ſpecifications, are very 
great, and yet they have, by reaſon of their 
vaſt expences, enough to do with their 'mo- 
neys : -Firſt, they are obliged, though never fo 
far diſtant from Court, 'to refide fix moneths 
every yearin the City of Feds, to 'wait upon 
the Emperor: Thoſe of the North and Eaft 
come one half year, which being expircd, they 
are relieved' by them of the South and Wett 
who depart with his Majeltics Ieave,after rhuch 
Cercmony- Feafting, and receivitg of Preſents 
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hack? th their ſeveral Countries. Thus they 
\take their turris'at Court, which is infinite ex- 
penſive, by" reaſon of their numerous trains, 
ſome of them travelling to and fro with one, 
-two,! three, four, five, and ſix thouſand men, 


The Lord of Firando, (where our Eaft-India- 
Company hath a Lodge ) being but one of the 
leaſt among them; travels with three hundred 
Men; Gentlemen and others 3 and hath: in his 


-two Houlcs at Fedo above a thouſand Perſons, 
Men and Women. Thus each Lord Hyves ac- 


cording to his Means and Dignity, rather pro- 
tuſe chen ſparing} ſo that the City (warms with 
Men and Attendance, which makes the Mar- 
kets high and very dear.

Moft of theſe Lords entertain alwaies by 
them ſome choice Perſons for parts.and under-

atly do without reſpect of flattery 3 for they 
ſay, no man can ſce his own errours ſo well as 
another, eſpecially thoſe who are called to go- 
yern, as more ſubje& to the tranſports of paſ- 
fion and pride, they had therefore rather hear 
of their faults by their. truſty Servants to cor- 
re& them, then to be ill ſpoken of behind their 
backs; and for this reaſon theſe ſecret Moni- 
tors are alwaies near their Lords perſons, eſpe- 
cially at Feaſts and publique meetings, obſer- 
ving their words and leaſt ations. Theſe 
Lords though they have their particul:x names, 
yet they are ordinarily called by that of their 
Governinent or reſidence; further every man 
hath three names, the children a childiſh,when

. or Contributions they pay likewiſe nothing, 
except -it be for the ground their houſes ſtand 
upon, which is the Lords; and for that they 
give from torty ſhillings to-'two yearly , ac- 
. cording, to the greatneſs of their houſes. E- 
- very houſe: mult find a-man upon occaſion, 
. which happeneth three or. four times a year, 
though tbut for an hour., and ſometimes for 
Halt a day or fo. The King, or Lord, hath 
the whole product of 'the Land and Sea the 
Gentlemen and Souldiers live upon that por- 
' tion their Lordalligns them out of the Coun- 
try 3 the Merchant ſubfilis by his gain; the- 
Citizens and Artificers by their trades ; and 
the Labourers by that portion which their 
Lord allows them out of the fruit of the earth. 
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What Crimes they puniſh moſs 


ſeverely. 


I; Very individual, from the Emperour to 

the meaneſt Gentleman, hath -the right of 
Juſtice over hisSubjets and Servants. His 
Majeſty hath his ordinary Judges in all his Ci- 
ties and Towns. When a Gentleman, or 
 Souldier, -1s condemned to die, he is allowed 
the honour to kill himſelf, by cutting up his 
-belly with his-own hands; whereas the Citi- 
zen, Merchant, and-meaner perſons; ſuffer by 
the common Executioner, A Merchanc, how 


-rich foever, -is not eſteemed at all, becauſe 


they fay, He liveth by his lying , making no 
conſcience to couzen and deceive the -People 
for his filthy Iucre ſake ; The Citizen and Ar- 
tificer are likewiſe undervalued, becauſe they 
are but Servants to the-Commonalty, and for- 
ced to live by their labours and manufaQtures : 
Neither are the Country People of more ac- 
count, becauſe of the miſerableneſs of their 
condition, being ſubje& to perpetual ſlavery 
and toyling. But the Gentlemen and Soul- 
diers, whoare numerous, are honoured and 
feared; and they do nothing,being maintained 
and ſerved by the Merchants, by the Citizens, 
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and by the Country Labourers. Every crime, 
how 1 ſoever, is puniſhed with death 3 
eſpecially theft, although but to the value of 
a penny ; gaming, and playing for money, is 
no leſs hainous then murther :; and all other 
Delinquents which deſerve the rigour- of Ju- 
ſtice with us 1a Europe, undergo the ſame pe- + 
nalty here. Every one ſuffers for his own 
faults, except the matter be treafonabie, and 
then the Father, - Brothers and Sons mult like- 
wiſe fufter 4 and their goods be confiſcated 3 
and the Mothers, Sitters, and Daughters be 
given away and ſold for flaves. - 'Thefe con+ 
- n(cations axe-not due to the Emperour, King, 
-Qr Lord in. whoſe- Territories they -happen , 
but are reſerved under account for publick 
uſes, - as building of Churches , - making-ot 
Bridges ,. repairing-.of -High-waics, and the 
ike, 5-0 + 4 4H oF 
It happened in my time, that a proud fellow 
preſented- his ſervice to a a poor Gentlemap, 
demanding of hin; by realon of his addreſs 
and parts. more wages then he knew the Gen», 
tleman could give z who vexed at the youths 
- umpertinencies, and perceiving he jeered him, 
replied with a compoked countenance, Friend, 
you demand indecd nnuch wages, but being 1 
think you will deſerve it, and that you are plea- 
fing tn myeycs, 1 am conjent #0 receive you inta 
| my 
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ſervice. Three daies after his Maſter ſent 
him on an errand ; being returned, he was ac- 
caſed for ſtaying out ſo long, fo as no excuſes 
would ſave his life; being forced to pay for 
his infolency under this colourable pretence. 
The Lord of Fjnando did lately canſe three 
Gentlewomen of his Ladies attendants, to be 
ſhut up in Cheſts ſpiked with nails on every 
fide, becauſe one of them had had fome con- 
verſation with a certain Gentleman,(who was 
likewiſe condemned to die, and- his belly cut 
-up) and that the other two, knowing of their 
companions practices, . had not diſcovered 
them. - Who. ever finds 'his Wite in a-lockt 
-or ſhut chamber with another man, may law- 


'Fally kill them both 3 the which, though very 


rarely;hath indeed happened: It the Husband 
be abſent, then his Father, Brother, Son, or 
next of kin, nay a Servant may+do it 3 ſo that 
Adultery is ſeldom or never heard of amongſt 


' them. A certain Gentleman, : being, jealous 


of his Wife, pretended a journey.from home 3 
but returning unexpected]y back, found ano- 
ther Man with his Wite in the chamber; tran(- 
ported with jealoufie and reyenge; the inftant- 
ly kills the amazed Gallant, and binding his 


"Wife to a ladder. let cher ftand there- thus 


chained all night. Next morning he ſent to jk- 
vite all his and her kindred, Men and Women, 
a6 4: 'to 
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to dinner z which however contrary to thejr 
cuſtoms, each ſex feaſting and cating alwaies 
apart, was through his 1mportunity affented 
unto. The Women , who fat in a chamber 
by themſelves, ignorant of what had happen- 
ed, enquired often for the Lady of the houſe 
to which her Husband made anſwer, ' that ſhe 
was buſie in ordering their entertainment , 
ſhe would wait upon them immediately. The 
Gueſts being all ſat , Men and Women toge- 
ther, and dinner half done , the Husband 
went and cut off the privities of his ſlain Ri- 
val, and putting them into a covered Box of 
Lack, or Wax, deckt with flowers, unbound 
his Wife,and cloathing her in a winding ſheeet, 
with her hair looſe and hanging over her 
ſhoulders, gave it her, ſhe not knowing what 
was in it, adding, Go and carry it to our Friends 
at dinner, aud try whether for their ſakes I may 
#ot pardon you alſo, The poor Woman , half 
dead and difiracted with fear, did as her Hus- 
band commanded her, - and entering in this 
dreadful poſture, fel on her knees before the 
company,and opened the Box, at fight where- 
of ſhe ſunk down in a fwound , and being 
cloſe followed by her Husband, had her head 
immediatly ſtruck off by him 3 at which, hor- 
rid fight the afrighted Gueſts ran all out of 
the houſe... birt | El 
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Thoſe faults which are accounted crimi- 
nal amongſt them, are the breaking of the 
Emiperours commands and orders ; Peculati- 
on, or robbing his Majeſties Revenues 3 falſe 
coyning, burning of houſes, rapes, and the ll 
governing of thoſe in Authority 3 he that is 
guilty of any of theſe crimes, is puniſhed in 
-his perſon and poſterity 3 if it be a Woman 
that hath offended,ſhe ſuffers alone 3 nor ſhall 
ſhe die for anothers fin, only be given away 
or fold. Their puniſhments are roſiing , 
burning, crucifying both waies, drawing with 
four Bulls,and boyling in Oyle and Water. A 
man who was to deliver Wood and Stone to 
his Majeſties Faours , had corrupted fome 
Souldiers and others appointed for the ſer- 
vice 3 this being diſcovered, the Overſeers 
were ordered to cut up their bellies ; but the 
Merchant was crucified with his heels upward. 
This man, being a man of parts, was in good 
eſteem with the Councellors and great ones 
at Court , and however it be, that it is not 
Jawful to intercede for a criminal, yet the a- 
foreſaid Grandees, out of pity and affection 
to the Delinquent, having conſulted together, 
adventurcd to ſupplicate his Majeſty in his be- 
halt 3 whereupon they received this follow- 
ing anſwer. I bave underſtood your deſires

more, that were Souldiers in his Majefties 
'Guards at Feds his youngeſt Son was upon 
gxtraordivary ſollicitations beſtowed: upan 2 
Merchants Daughter, who was an only-Child 
and* very rich: All thefe Perſons, however 
Eaft and Weſt diſtant from each other , died 
in one day, and on the faine hour ; for Poſts 
were fent'to' all places where theſe gnhappy 
men did live, with orders to their Governours, 
that they. ſhould cauſe them upon the eighth 
day of the eighth Moneth, ( the day limited 
for their execution.) when the Sun was in the 
South, to cus vp their bellies , according to 
the uſual manner 3 which was exactly pevform- 
ed. The aforeſaid Merchant, well known'to 
'our Society,dwelt at Ofawa, but died for grief 3

What Churches they have. 


*T Hey have: many Temples and Churches 
n dedicated to: their Idols; every one of

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What Priefts they entertain. 


Y* Heir Prieſts do but hittle;they read ſomie- 
times before their Idols, and bury the: 
dead, who are moſt of then firſt burnt, their. 
aſhes being afterwards committed to the earth 
with their uſual ceremonies, 


Ihat Sefts are rrevalent among 
them. 


Hey have twelve 9eQsin all ; the Pricfts 

of 'the firſt cleven cat nothing chat Hath 
lived, nor may marry : when thcy offend by 
tratiſprefling their order , the Delinquent is 
buried to the middle in the High-way, every 
one that paſſeth, and is no Gciifleman, being 
obliged to give him a ftrozk inthe neck with 
a wooden ſaw, ready forthe purpoſe ; '{o that 
the miſerable Prieft is two or three daiecs, 
ſometimes more , in this languiſhing con- 
dition before he can die. The twelfth Se&, 
15 the moſt eſteemed and moſt honourable 'of 
all; their Prieſts marry, and thiey may eat of 
what ever the Seca or Earth produces, accord- 
ing to their ſeveral appetites. This Se&,called 
Iths, or Kkoiv, is the moſt ſuperſtitious of = 

. all 
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and hath its Pope , or Head, reſpected and 
ſerved with the-lame honour with their Kings. 
When this high Prieſt paſfeth through the 
ſtreets, | carried in his Pallacquin , they of his 
faith, worſhip and pray te him 3 and this in- 
deed is the richeſt and eafieft order. amongſt 
them; and moſt countenanced. Some of their 
Churches are priviledged and endowed by the 
Emperour, or Lords, in whoſe Territories 
they ſtand ; but the reſt are maintained by the 
common people :*and as each particular. man 
amongſt the Papitſts hath his particular ghoſily 
Father, fo the Inhabitants here have theirs ; 
as alſo their Churches 3 which they aflift with 
their charity to the utmoſt of their powers. 
Each of theſe twelve S:&s hath its particular 
Faich 3 ſome believes that the ſoul is immortal, 
that the fleſh is carth; and that the, ſpirit of 
man. ſhall live. in another world, happy of 
miſerable , according to what he hath dong 
in this. Others think that there 1s no fuch 

thing as a ſeparable ſoul, and that they need 


fear nothing but the Executioner 3 they are | 


-3gnorant of the beginning and ending of na- 
-cure, moſt of them fancying the world with- 
-qut beginning;, and that it ſhall be eternal. 
The belt of theſe Sets make Faverns of their 
Temples, which are moſt. commonly built in 
the pleaſantelt and beft places, ſumptuous, 


and 
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and well planted with trees and orchards : 
When the Inhabitants have a mind- to rejoyce, 
they aſſemble here, and- in: the preſence of 
their Gods, and company of their Prieſts, 


'( who are likewiſe good fellows ) they de- 


batch and do thoſe extravagances, which are 
the concomitants of exceſs and folly z com- 
mon whores ate permitted to enter and dance, 
the Prieſts themſelves allowing of this jollity, 
and a further uſe, fo it be in ſecret of theſe 
immodeſt females. I never heard that thoſe 
p-ople trouble themſelves to diſpute or argue 
in their religion; neither do they break their 
heads in converting others to their opinions 3 
but leave every one tothe freedom of his own, 


- 25 indifferent and reaſonable, as being infuſed 


into him by their Gods. Their Prieſts, as 
well as many of the Gentry , are much given 
to Sodomy , that unnatural patfion, being 
_— no fin, nor ſhameful thtng amongftt 
them.

A verted to Chriſtianity by the Romiſh 
Clergy, were them only which were perſe- 
cated 3 At firſt they cut off their heads, and 
afterwards crucified them, which ſeemed then 
very ſevere 3 but when theſe cruel Tdolaters 


perceived that death was not formidable to 


thoſe martyred Chriſtians, who went to their 
executions with ſinging and dancing, as if 
they courted. their torments, and that the 
great. numbers of them. that ſuffered did no 
way diſcourage ,or diminiſh the remaining, 
bat rather ſtrengthen and increaſe their mul- 
titudes, they refolved to break them by more 
exquiſite and ſenhible tortures, to this pur- 
them alive , deſtroying thouſands after this 
unſufferable manner: but ſecing yet there was 
no end, and that death in what ſhape foevyer 
was not terrible enough to affright thoſe re- 


folved Saints to an Apoſtacy, they intended 


and practiced other more dreadtul ways and 
pains, tor to oblige them to quit and change 
their opinions and- religion 3 they forced the 
women 


pole they bound them to ſtakes, and rofted 
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"-wemer and more tender maids to go upon 


their hands and feet bowing, tupporting) and 
dragging ther naked in the prefence of thous 
fands through the ſtreets ; that done,they cau- 
fed them to be raviſhed and lam with by Raf- 
fians and Villains , and then throwing them 
ſo ftript and abuſed, into great deep tubs full 
of Snakes and Adders, which crept by ſeveral 
paſſages into their bodies, ſuffered them: to 


{ periſh after unſpeakable miſeries in that fear- 


ful manner : they thruſt hurds into the Mo- 
thers privities, and binding the Sons about 
with the ſame combuttible matter, thruſt and 
forced them, as alfo the Fathers and Daugh- 
ters, to ſet tire each to other, whereby they 
underwent unconceivable torments and pains £ 
ſome they cloathed with ſods, and pourmg 
hot ſcalding water continually upon'them,tor- 
tured them in that manner till they died, whicty 
dured two or three daies, according} to the 
ſtrength of the party ;. hundreds of them bes 
ing ſtript naked, -and burnt in the forcheads 
that they might be known, and' driven into' 
the Woods and Forreſts, all ren being comm 
manded by Proclamation, upon pain of death, 


- not toaſliſt them with either mear,. drink, 


clothing or lodging 3 many more pat into pin- 

folds upon the Sea-ſhore, and kept: there half 

their tune dry and half wer, being every tide 
E 2 ; over 
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overflown by the Sea 3” but theſe were permits" 


red to eat and drink,to keep them longer alive 
In this miſery, which laſted ordinarily ten or 
twelve daies. Theſe bloody Executioners pur- 
out the Parents eyes, and placing their little 
Children by them, pinched and plagued them 
whole days long, enforcing them with tears 
of blood to call and cry to their helpleſs Fa- 


thers and Mothers for an end of their ſuffer- , 


ings,which had no period but with their lives, 
whileſt thei woful Parents , unable to affiſt- 
either their:Children or themſelves, did often 
die. in their preſence , whom they could not 
ſee for griet or ſorrow. All theſe milerics , 


to0 long, and.too many to relate, were born” 
by the poor Chriſtians with conſtancy to a* 
miraclez except ſome few ,- who not 2ble to- 


xeſiſt the bitterneſs of theſe torments aban- 


doned their Faith, for ſome relaxation from 
pain. Once a year thicy: preciſely renewed- 
their inquiſition , and then every Individual” 


—_ muſt fign in their Church-books, with 


$ blood , that he rerounces Chriſtianity 3 
and yet all would not db, for many hundreds! 
of Chriſtians are found every year, and de-' 
ſroyed: with variety of torments. At laſt* 
they found; a more -helliſh and exquiſite way 


of torturing then before; they hung theſe ſut- 


to 
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ferers by the hecls, their heads in pits, which- - 
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:togi vethe blood ſome vent, they ſlaſh lightly

crols-wayes, (but they do that now ,no 


. more ) and in this poſture they live ſeveral 
daies, ten or twelve, and ſpeak ſenſibly to the 


very laſt : The greatneſs of this torment ſur- 


 . paſſeth all other, being beyond all humane 
. trength to- ſuffer and be undergone, but by 
ſach 'who are extraordinarily ttrengthened 


from above. This extremity hath indeed (by 


,reaſon of its continuance) forced many to re- 
znounce their religion 3 and ſome of them who 
-had hung two or three days, affurcd me that 
the pains they endured were wholly unſuffer- 


able , no fire nor no torture equalling their 


-languor and violence. 


The Chriſtians being now a

out, there-is an order, that when one is found 
and condemned to *be hanged by the heels, 
he ſhall be pardoned , in cafe he informeth 
againſt and produces another, which is now 
too much praiſed 3 for -Apoſtacy helps no 
More, and they cannot refiſt the torments of 
hanging, but are thus forced to betray one 
A 


er : neither will this help 


theſe miſera- 


ble creatures, for I have been affured that they 
regiſter the names of ſuch who were permit- 
ted formerly to fall off, as alſo of ſuch who 
by their diſcovering of others ſaved their own 


lives, with an intent, that when. they ſuppoſe

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that they have. the entzze number and caty- 
logueof all the who have, and do yet profeſs 
, Chriſt, they may geſiroy them all in one gay. 
During theſe bloody and ſavage perſecatjous, 
It happened that ſome Chriſtian Children, be- 
cauſe of their beayty, were begged apd ſayed 3 
but many of them of eight, ten , and- twelve 
years old, &c, xetuſed this grace, proteſting 
with courage, tq a wonder, that they would 
rot Jive, they did not fear death but would 
go where their Paxepts went , into that joy 
where they ſhould be no more tormented :; 
Same of theſe Children who. had not this 
force, but defired to live and ſuryiye theſe

common ſort of ' Chriſtians were but fimplic

Part being coloured red, bits were alfo put in 
their mouths, to hinder them from ſpeak-

upon a lean horſe, they were carried to the 
lace deſigned for their martyrdom, I ſhould 
larger in the proſecution of theſe {ad rela- 
tions, but that I leave them to their particular 
ſtory hereafter annexed. 


How this Nation lives in their 


Houſes and F amilies. 


A Ll the Houſes in this Country are built 
fs of wood and timber, which 1s likewiſe 
their fewel 3 hence their houſes are much ſab- 
je& to burning, one of the plagues very fre- 
quent-in their Towns 3 for this cauſe each 
houſe hath its pack-houſe of proof againſt 
the fire, wherein they keep their beſt and 


choiſe goods, The houſes are all buile four 


foot high from the carth, made of planks 
cloſely covered with thick mats very artifici- 
ally joyned, reſembling each other and uni- 


form; they dwell moſt below , their upper 
cr 


rooms being employed to keep their ſma 

houſhold ſtuffs 3 but their beſt Chambers, 
where they receive and entertain their Friends, 
are neat and ſumptuous, according, to their 
ſeveral abilities, The Souldiers and Gentry , 
E 4 haye 
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. have their houſes divided , one fide for their 
Wives, and the other for them, for their 
\ Friends and their ordinary vocation. The 
Merchants and Citizens Waves dwell promi(- 
cuouſly with their Husbands, governing and 
ordering their families as with us 3 but are 
very modeſt , and never ſpoken to but with 
reſpe&, none preſuming to uſe any freedom 
in, diſcourſe with them, although otherwiſe 
' Innocent and harmleſs; for both the man that 
took, and the woman that.permitred this fa- 
miliarity would be equally ſighted , and bla- 
med and looked upon as culpable and ſcanda- 
Jous. Their houtþold-ſtutf confiſts ordina- 
rily in fine painted gilt diſhes, inſtead of pi- 
Etures 3 the walls ot their chambers are alſo 
for the moſt part painted with varicty of fi- 
gures, and- laid with gilt-paper fo curiouſly, 
as if it were but one large ſheet; the boards 
round about being beautifhed with lifts of 
black Wax, vety artificially wrought 3 moſt 
of their rooms are divided with ſhuts, pre- 
Pared and painted as the walls are, which be- 
Ing taken out, enlarges the rooms at pleaſure. 
In the upper end of this partition they have a 
me with a pot full of lowers, which they 
ave ready all the year long; and at the lower 

_ end there is always a gallery, with ſtairs to 
_ deſcend into their gardens, which are always 
0 WY > op greef,. 
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oreen , and ſo placed, that they in the Hall 
have the full proſpe& of it. They do not fur- 


niſh and adorn their Houſes with Cheſts, 
Cupboards, Wax-works, and the like, theſe 


| are always in their free-Chambers, or pack- 


houſes, where none is ſuffered to enter, bur 
their familiar and moſt intimate Servants and 
Friends. Their chief furniture which they 
expoſe, are Tfia Cups and Pots, Pictures, Ma- 
nuſcripts, and Sables.,, which each provides 
himſcif of, -rich and goodly, according to his 


condition and might. | 


How they receive each other , and 


of their Hoſpitality, 


He Fapanners are very hoſpitabla and 

civil co ſuch as vilit them, they treat them 
with Tobacco and with Tfia, and if the friend 
be more then ordinary, with Wine ; They 
cauſe them firſt to fit down, and ſetting a 
Lack bowl before them, will not ſuffer them 
to depart before they have taſted of it 3 they 
{ing, they pipe, and play upon ſach ſtringed 
inftruments as they have, to rejoyce their 
Gueſts, omitting no manner of carouſes and 
kindneſſes to teltifie their welcome, * and the 
yalue they put upon their converſation. They 
never 
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mever quarrel in their debauches, but he that 
-2s firſt drunk retires and ſleeps, until the fumes 
.of the wine be evaporated. There is no ſuch 
thing as Tavern or publick drinking Houſc: in 
all the Country ; they eat,drink and are merry, 
but all in their own houſes, not refuſing lodg- 
ing and refreſhment for the traveller and ftran-

Of their Conjugal State. 


| Heſe People neither make love nor woo, 
' & all their marriages being concluded by 
their Parcnts, or for want of 'ſuch near rela- 
tions, by the next of kin, One Man hath but 
one Wife, though as many Concubines as he 
can keep 3 and if that Wite do not pleaſe him, 
he may = her away, provided he difmiſs her 
ma civil and honorable way. Any Man may 
fee with a Whore, or common Woman, al- 
though he be married, witli impunity 3 but 
the Wife miay not fo much as ſpeak in private 
with another Man, as is already faid, without 
hazarding her life. What is faid of divorce, 
relates only to the Citizen , Merchant, and 
common Sonldier 3 a Gentleman or Lord may 
not put away his Wife, although ſhe would 
Not pleaſe him, and that out ot reſpedt to her 
| quality 
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gu-lity and his own Perſon 3 he muſt main- 
cain her according to her condition and ne- 
celſities z but may freely. divert himſelf with 
his Concubines and Women, and when the 
humor takes him with his own Wife again. 
This liberty that the Men have, obliges the 
Women to obſerve their Husbands, and -en- 
deavour to endear them to them, by an hum- 
ble compliance and ſubmifhon to their hu- 
mors, being ſure elſe to loſe them , and fee 
their Rivals preferred before them. Open 
Whorc-houſes are publickly allowed of', as 
well tor the uſe and conveniency of Batche- 
lors, as to prevent the debauching of young 
Maids and married Women. 


Of the bringing up of thelr 
Children. 


— are carefully & tenderly brought 
/up 3 their Parents ſtrike them ſeldom or 
never, and though they cry whole nights to- 
gether, endeavour to ſtill them with patience 3 
judging that Infants have no underſtanding, 
but that it grows with them as they grow in 
years, and therefore to be: encouraged with 
indulgence and examples. | 
| It is remarkable to ſee how orderly and how 
” modeſily 


—_ 
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modeſtly little Children of ſeven or eight years 
-old behave themſelves ; their diſcourſe and 
anſwers favouring of riper age , and far ſur- 
paſling any I haye yet ſeen of their times in our 
Country. None go to School under ſeven or 
.eight years of age, as being until then unca- 
__ pable of its rules, and more inclined to play 
then to learn , unleſs it be waggiſhneſs- and 

wantonneſs. - At School they begin by de- 
gxees, by ſweetneſs and not by torce, the Ma- 
"ters imprinting an- ambition and dcfire-in 
each of them to .out-go his fellow 3 they lead 
them likewiſe by examples, telling them that 


fuch and ſuch learned fo much in fo little time, ' 


whereby his Honour and Family was ſo high- 
ty advanced. The Children are fo accuſtom- 
ed to this way, that they learn ſooner and 
more then by any correction or whipping 3 
For generous ſpirits,: and an obſtinate Nation, 
ſuch as this is, are not to be forced, but ra- 
ther won with gentleneſs and emulation. |

WW Hen the Parents are grown old , and 
- the Children<ome to be Men, the Fa- 
ther then quits his Government, Commerce, 
Shop or Trade, placing his eldeſt Son in his 
room, and giving him the greateſt part of his 
Eftatez the younger Children are likewiſc 
provided for by the indulgent Parents, al- 
though their portions return to the eldeſt in 
cM they die before them. Daughters have 
no portions at all, nor nothing given them'at 
their marriage; ſometimes it happens that rich 
Parents ſend a good ſum of money wita their 
Daughter upon their marriage day, to. their 
Son in law 3 which prefent is returned by the 
Bridegroom & his Parents with much thanks, 
being unwilling that the Bride ſhould have any 
colourable excuſe to raiſe her into an opiniow 
of having obliged her Husband : The poorer: 
ſort do but ſeldom return theſe offers as need- 
ing them, and glad of any augmentation of 
their Friends, They have a common ſaying, 
that a Woman hath” no conſtant dwelling , 
living in her youth with her Friends, being, 
married with her Husband, and when ſhe 1s 
old with her Child.

His Nation is very truſty, and that out of 

their ambition, the only mark they aim 

at 3 hence it is that they feldom wrong each 
other, eſteeming their. honours above their 
lives-and hopes : examples of this kind are 
trequent amongſt them, I will only relate one. 
During the civil Wars between Ongoſchio and 
his Puple, the King of Cocora (who fo lowed 
the-Uſurper) had left his Queen and Children,

with her Children, Nurſe, and ſuch of her 
Women who were reſolved to die with her; 
and there writing her Will and her own Elegy, 
ſhe conveyed them by a truſty Gentleman im

Tz Trade of this Country (which is but 
{mall in reſpe& of the vaſineſs of it , and 
it abounds with all forts of Merchandiſe ) is 
carried on by ſtrangers, the principal where- 
of are the Chinefſes, who from the firſt peo- 
pling of chis Empire to this day , have been 
conſtant frequenters of their yearly Marts, 
The Spaniards and Portugals have been ac: 
quainted with this People above an hundred 
years 3 the Engliſh but of late, who finding 
but little profit and great expences, abandon- 
ed this Trathck again, The Siamers and 
Camboiders uſ:d alfo to arrive with a Ship or 
two, though not now ſo often as formerly. 
Laſtly, the Netherlander got footing there , 
where they have {cated themſelves faſt enough, 
and traded theſe forty years. The principal 
Commodities, as well thoſe which Strangers 
bring, as ſuch which are of the growth of the 
Country, are all brought to the = City of 
Meaco, which is the Staple of the whole 
Empire it is here that the Merchants and 
Factors, from every part of the Land, do af- 


femble, bringing with them ſuch things as 
Sole - their 
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. their ſeveral Provinces do produce, which 


they ſell or change for others which they ſtand 


- inneed of. Theſe Merchandiſes are carried 
. ſometimes twoor three hundred miles to and 


fro, over hills and dales, all upon horles, 
whereof they have an incredible number. The 
Traffick conſiſts of all ſorts of wares, as well 
for the pride as uſe of man; Strangers bring 


yearly four or five thouſand Picols of Silk, . ' 


cach Picol weighing one hundred twenty five 
pounds weight, beſides a great quantity of 
wrought Silks 3 two hundred ao. 197 Harts- 
Skins z one hundred thouſand Rochyellen- 


$kins3 a great abundance of Hemp, Cloth, 


Cotton, and red Wool; Carpets to fit upon, 
Pewter, Quick-filver, and all forts of Drugs, 
Nutmegs, Pepper, Musk, Sugar, Porcelan, 
Champhier, Borax, Eliphants-Teeth, red Co- 
ral, and all ſorts of ſmall Wares, which the 
Chineſcs bring thither.

The Fapanners of old had 
great correſpondency with them of China, 
whole Kings ſent Ambaſſadors yearly to cach 
other, for entertaining their alliance, and the 
negotiation of their Subjectsz it happened 
that the Fappaniners, who were numerous in 
China, did mutiny , and in a tumult deſtroy 
a whole City , plundering , raviſhing , and 
ſpoyling all 3 but the Chineſſes, getting into a 
' body, fellupon the Fapayners again, and put 
all they could meet with to the ſword, The 
King of China hearing of theſe diſcords, was 
no lefſe amazed then im a wonder, that ſo few 
could do fo much miſchicf, and therefore re- 
ſolved to baniſh the Fapanners for ever out of- 
his Kingdom in memory whereof he cauſed 
a great ſtone Pillar to be ſet up,with the ſtory 
of their exile in letters of Gold. He likewiſe 
{et out a-proclamation, that none of his Sub- 
jecs, upon paine of death, . ſhould faile any 
moreto'Fapan; which order was then more 
exactly rent then at preſent, and yet they 
. donot diretly go thither 3 for the Chineſſes, 
_ under a colour of other voyages, do often ilip 
into. Fapan. The Emperour of Fapan doth not 
at all obſtruCt their trafhick, permitting them 
co enter and leave his Countrey when they!

& Wiſdom are written,although the Contents 
and Characters be general, underſtood and 
read by cach in his own Tongue.

fon of their quicknels in diſpatch, is no let to 

them, and the ſurer way 3 A man that can con- 

tract much matter into few lines, and intelli- 

gible, which is that which they all practiſe, 

15 greatly eſteemed amongit them ; for ſuch 

they imploy to write their Letters, _ 
| an 
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and the like to great perſons 3 and truly it is 
admirable to ſea how full of ſubſtance , and 


with how few words theſe ſort of writings 
are penned. They have not the Italian manner 


of keeping of Books, and yet fail not in their 
calculations 3 they reckon with little pellets, 
fiack upon little ſticks upon a board, for the 
ſame purpoſe;after the manner of the Chineſes; 
wherewith they will add, multiply, and di- 
vide, with more facility and certainty then we 


- with Counters. 


They have many Books, and Libraries, 
though the common people are moſt ulite- 
rate : The Deyro himſelf writeth the Annals 
of his Country 3 and al! other Books are writ- 
ten by himſelf or his Lords and Gentlemen, 
(which are at leaſt eight hundred ſtrong )or by 
their Wives and Women ; for theſe Gallants, 
as Well Men as Women, being of kin, and 
married into each other, do nothing but-ſpend 
their time in all worldly pleaſures, and the 
ſtudies of .humane knowledge. Men are e- 
ſteemed and honoured with Titles, in this 
Court, according to the merit of their under- 
ſanding,not their births; and it happens ſome- 


times, that the greateſtare by their weakneſs 


and folly brought down and unconfidered. 
Theſe Grandees, proud with their birth and 
breeding, confider no body but themſelves, 

neither 
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neither converſe with any fave only their ow; | 


Comrades 3 for their dwellings and ſtreets 
' Joyn upon each other , being invironed and 
| ſhut up from the reſt of the world. The 
ſpeak a higher ſtyle then the vulgar , wherein 
all. their learning 1s couched 3 and many of 
them eſteem themſelves more noble then the 
Emperour, being indeed dignified with higher 
and more honorable Titles then their Sove- 
rain. .

then they will poſſibly be bought for, and that 
purpoſely, as knowing well that theſe goods. 
will firſt coſt us more then the Portugals had 
them for at Maccan, by reaſon of the Gt and 
Cargaſoon that we muſt neceffarily hold for 
the-China trading. I know it will fall heavy 
for our Maſters , conſidering their other ex- 


' pences, to furniſh us with ſo much as is here 


required 3 if it cannot be done at once , let 
them furniſh us with the half , the buſineſs can 
be ſo ordered here, that one third part of the 
Fapans, and another third part of the Poy- 
mgals principal be imploycd, fo that the Ma- 
ers need furniſh but the reſt, which they 
may gain back (and all charges paid) in 
ſix moneths. The Overſcers of the Company 
7 do 
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do intimate by their Letters, their earneſi de. 
Gree to have great Cargaſoons ſent yearly 
home, for the caſing of thoſe vaſt expences 

arc at 3. by reaſon whereof ithappens, to 
the great grief of our Goyernour General and 
Councel of Ingia, that many places fail often- 
times to furniſh the delired quoru the which 
hath obliged me to deliver this by writing co 
theic Honours , if they be pleaſed to hearken 
£oit, and furniſh our demands yearly , with- 
out delaying 3 if it cannot be found out of the 
Chizs commodities alone, it muſt he ſupplied 
with Europian wares, as alſo with ſome Nut- 
megs, Peper, Elephants-tecth, and che like , 
that we may (iv that our givings out to our 
Maſters ſhall not only reap the aforeſaid pro- 
fits, but their Servant ſhall gain praiſe and 
thanks, to the honour of the Netherland Na- 
tion, Sixty four Tonnes of Gold and a half 
may be yearly gained by theſe China Silk 
Wares, beſides other Commodities,

| the year 1626, having had audience on 
AL the twentieth of Offober, I took my leave of 
toth the old and young Emperour,four daycs 
before the feaſt; which ſecmed firange to 
them that knew it, being their Majeftics were 
fo intent in their preparations for the Deyro's 
reception 3 but theſe men did not know how 
deſirous the Emperour was to diſpatch the 
Hollanders before the feaſt : however the $5- 

ammer 
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ammer and Portuge! Ambaſſadours had not as 
ct been publickly receryed, and all by reafon 
Lf the preſent buſinefs, which: cook up the 
whole Court ,. infomuch that they were de- 
ferred till 'that was paſt we being therefore 
diſpatched , had the more Jleaſure and defire 
to fe this folemn entertamment, and the ra- 
ther, bcing invited. to a ſtay by the Lord of 
| Firando and Cackuſymondonne. On the twenty 
fourth we went.cowards the Emperours. Pa- 
lace, attend:d upon by all our Servants 3 and 
having hired a place from which we might ſee 
the whole procellion, we- were forced to ſtay 
there that whole night, by reaſon of the great 
crouds oi people that paſſed that way 3 on the 
morrow following, being the twenty fifth , 
as ſoon as the day appcared ; we ſaw an innu- 
merable company of pcople,. who filled the 
way up betwixt the Emperours' Palace and 
the Deyro's Court. The fircets were made 
very even, and firewed with white ſand, and 
railed in on both ſides, and guarded all along 
by Souldiers of both their Majeftics and of 
the Deyro's , all clothed in long white veſt 
ments, with head-picces of- black wax , and 
armed each with two Sables and a Pike, for 
defence of the paſſage through which the 
Coaches and Horſes were to march 3 all run- 
ning waters and ditches: were covered with 
LAtNA  boaxds 
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boards and planks 3 and ſcaffolds were faifed 
on both ſides the way for the ſpectators. - 

The fixſi that paſſed were Servants that be- 
longed to the Deyro and Emperour with 
many Palanquimos or Porters , who catried 
the Deyro's baggage, packt up in great ſquare 
Wax Theſis (the covers whereof were paint- 
ed with the Deyro's Arms in Gold) to theEm- 
perours Court : Theſe were accompanted with 
a great train of Attendants, who were again 
followed by ſix and forty Palanquii: Stools or 
Sedans, wherein the Women belonging to the 
Deyro's Wives were carricd 3 theſe Sedans were 
all of them curiouſly wrought of bright white 
wood, fix foot high, laid with plates of Cop: 
per, and finely painted, each of theſe being 


carried by four luſty fellows 3 after them went 


one and twenty Sedans or Norimons , (for fo 
they call them here) covered with black Wax 
and gilded, and behind them ſome” twenty 
ſeven more whoſe doors and windoyys were 
all gilded ;. ſome of the Deyro's chic Lords 
were carried in theſe, each of them *havinge 
Buiroſol wholly gilded, and covered with a

their husbands work , befides taking. care for 
their families & houſes, whilſt the men follow 
their pleaſure & divertiſements abroad.” They 
cloath themſelvs(both men & women:)thin,ac- 
cording to the hot climat they live in;both ſexes 
wear painted petticoats,the men covering their 
upper parts with a ſhoxt ſhirt with halt-ſleeves, 
and the women with a thin.cloth , both ends 


. hanging over their ſhoulders to hide their 


breſts ; They wear for ornaments gold pins in 
their hair,and rings of the ſame mettal 2n their 
fingers: This is the ordigary wear, high & low 
being all of a faſhion, & not diſtinguiſhable bu 
by the richneſs of their veſtments, & the great= 
neſs of their trains, which they much-glory in : 
The Gentry & Nobles have many | 5 at» 
tending them when they go abroad, ſome ten, 
twenty, thirty, or more, according to: their 
abilities and greatneſs3 and not a Citizen or 
his Wife ftirs in the ſtreets without oneor two 
of thele ſlaves to wait upon them. Their hou- 
ſes are builded according to the faſhion in [x- 
dia, of wood and reeds, and covered with Coco 
leaves, or tiles z the floors are raiſed three or 
four foot high, their appartements berng com+ 
modious, though but BOner'Y Unc anly

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for ſleeping, and dreſſing what is neceſſary for 
- their refeion. Their dict is but mean,as rice, 
fiſh, and herbs they drink water, though ori 
Feaſt-dayes they indulge more the commori 
people, drinking ordinarily Arak, or Brandy-

* They differ very iuch in their ctiſtoms about 
marrying 3 great Perſons niced nothing but the 
confent of their Parents or Friends,(the Prieſts 
riot intetmedling at l1;the ceremony ending iri 
feafting and rejoycing.Husband and Wite may 
part again at plcafure, dealing their goods and 
Ehildren witliout further circumſtance, & may 
. Fe-marry if they think good , without fear of 
ſhame or puniſhment. A nian may keep as ma- 
ny Concubines as he pleaſes, befides his Wite, 
—_ they afe in ſome fubordinancy to her , 
whoſe Children only inherit, the other being 
contented with ſmall portions for their ſub- 
filtence: Great mens govds ate divided aftct 
their deaths into three parts 3 one pare for the 
King, the ſecond for the Pricfts and their Fu- 
nerals, and the thitd for their Children. The 
common People have other Cuſtoms ; the 
Bridegroom buyeth his Bride fot a ſum of mo- 
mes ot her Father or Friends, whereupon the 
marriage is male and coricluded with a little 
fexfting 3 but they may divorce, like the great 
Ones,at pleafure,&.marry again with the ſame 
| | | Iibzrty, 
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liberty. The Children deal their deceaſed pa- 
rents goods equally, except ſome little advar- 


tages for the eldeſt Son. They have many other 


Cuſtoms in marriage and ſuccelſion,. toe long 
and tedious to write. | 'As for their Children , 
they ſend them to ſchool at five or fix years old 
where they are taught to write and read , and 
rendered fit for Trades and other employ- 
ments 3 ſome are continued in their ſtudics' by 
the Prieſts their Maſters, until they are called 
to Offices and advancements in the State , and 
then they caſt off the yellow frock 3 others 
continue there out of hopes of being one day 
Heads of Temples and Schools , Or tharing in 
the Prieſthood. 

The Siammers, who live in Towns and po- 
pulous places , apeeither Courtiers , Officers, 
Merchants, Watermen, Fiſhermen, Tradeſmen, 
or Artificers , each one cantaining himſfelt in 
his vocation : The Country people brew, till, 
plant,and bring up ſwarms of Cattel.as Horſes, 
Kine, Swine, Deer 3 and domeſtick Fow), as 
Geeſe, Peacocks, Ducks, Hens, Pigeons, and 
other tame creatures, inſomuch that provifioa 
is very cheap, notwithſtanding the abundance | 
of it which 15 ſent into the neighbouring Pro- 
vinces for their ſupply and uſe : They have 
Brick, Lime,Wood,and all materials for build- 
ing of Chuches, Forts, Houſes, Ships,Prawes, 
: K 2 _ _Jonls, 
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Tonks,, and other veſſels in great quantities, 
The divers Towns of this Countrey have 
their ſeveral Trafticks and Commerce in the 
chief City the trading is very good and free in 
its courſe 3 the principal commodities are Cho- 
romandes and Sura veſtments, all manner of 
China wares, Jewels,Gold,Benjamin,Gumlack, 
Wax, Sappang, Agerwood, Tin,and Lead,e>c. 
as alſo vaſt numbers of Harts-skins, one hun- 
_ dredand fifty thouſand of theſe creatures being 
caught yearly in this Countrey, and fold with 
much profit to the Fapanners. They drive a 
great trade with all cating proviſions , eſpeci- 
ally Rice, many thouſand Tuns being tranſ(- 
ported yearly by Forraigners. This City, by 
reaſon of its great trafhck, 1s frequented by 
{everal Nations, as the Iydiens, the more We- 
fern Afiaticks, European Moors, and Chriſtian 
Merchants. The King himſelf is alſo a Mer- 
chant, and hath his own Ships and FaQtours 
trading to Choromandel and Chinz , being for 
that cauſe more favoured and priviledged then 
any other Prince he likewiſe traffcks to Pegy, 
Ava, Fongoms, Langs-jang, and other places, 
beſides his negotiations at home, all which 
bring him incredible profit , and no ſmall di- 
ſturbance to private Merchants, all which do 
certainly manifeſt the great trade that is carried 


on in this Countrey. The Moneys currant is 
of 
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of very fine ſilver, of around figure, and ms 


- preſſed with the Kings picture the. kinds 


are, a Ticlas,a:Maſe, and a Fong, worth thirty 
pence; ſeven pence half penny, and four pence 
Engliſh, or near upon. They reckon ordinarily 
by Catrys, each being twenty Tayls, or forty 
eight Royals of cight 3 and it is with this and 
No other coin that they handle and trade with, 
ſave that there is a lefler called Schwlpkens , or 
little Sheels, whereof eight or ninethoufand go 
to a Fong,being brought out of Maxilbs,Borneo, 
and Leqweo, very uſeful tor poor people. 

Before the coming of theNctherlanders inte 
the Txdiaes, the Portugals had great correſpon- 
dence and amity with this Kingdom, being in 
ſuch eſteem and honour by che King, that the 
Embaſſadours ſent. from their Vice-Roys, Go» 
vernours, and Biſhops of Malacca in India;were 
not only well received by his Majeſty, but rich- 
ly preſented by him, and'many of the reſiding 
Portugals in this Country advanced to great 
Offices and preferments3 they had not only the 
free exerciſe of their Religion , but their chick 
Pricft had alſo a monthly penfion allowed him 
for his-more ſplendid fubfiſtence 3 thus the) 
proſpered here for many: years, until the Dut 
Company got footing amongſt them,and gain» 
ed upon them from time to time, :by taking 
their Ships and interropting their trade, wi 

Santhome 
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Santhome and Nevagatain, infomuch that they 
arc ar preſent very low and out of credit, oc- 
cafzoned more particularly by their taking of'a 
Dutch Yacht by a Spaniſh Gally in the River of 
Sizm, which the King took fo highly, that he 
revenged it with his Arms, which produced a 
war between him and Manilha ; and however 
the Portals ſeemed unconcerned in this quar- 
xc], yet they wholly loſt their credit at Court, 
Inſomuch that the Biſhop of Malaccas Vicar, 
their chief Reſident there, is debarred of his 
uſual acceſs to his Majeſty and his Miniſters , 
whereas in former-times they were eſteemed 
. the only and chief Merchants of the whole 
Kingdom. This breach and difference between 
theſe two Nations, was fomented by the Dutch, 
and increaſed by ſeveral acts of hoſtility on the 
Portxgals (ide, who took many of his Majeſties 
Ships and Vaſſals at Sca 3 in revenge whereof , 
the Portugal Veſſels were ſeized on in India,and 
all the preſent Portzgals natives clapt upin pri- 
fon, who were after two years reſtraint, upon 
a fictitious embaſhe,: reſtored to their liberty ; 
but this practice coming to: 'ight , occafioned 
the ſerſure of a Caſtilian and a Portugal Vella 
in the Havens of Ligeuor and Tanuſliry, the men 
whereof were not releaſed till atter a two years 
, refiraint 3 but then indecd returned with his 
M_ajeſtics Letters to the Governours eg 
pier I oyns i : bis = + an 
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and Malacca, with invitations of their former 
peace &. traffick,where it is probable they may 
return;but, queſtionable whether they ſhall ever 
recover their former credit and authority. 

It is more than thirty years ſince the Nether- 
landets came firſt to Sjam, and were admitted 
of by his Majetty ; ſo that the Company have 
judged it tlecelfary , for the cheriſhing their 
trathck and' alliance with fo. yp a Prince, 
to ſettle there z to which end they builded a 


| Houſe, or lodge, of wood in the City of Indid, 


where they trade in in-Jand commodities, and 
ſelling of clothes,as alſo buying of Harts-skins, 
Sappang, &c. which are ſent yearly to-Fapan : 
the Campany indeed hath not profited rmuch, 
by teafon of ſeveral 'misfortunes by this traf- 
tick 3 but they have gaincd more reputation , 
than any Europians bcſides , by -the-great 
friendſhip and correſpondence which is be» 


twixt them and the King 3 and alſo have had 


the benefit of tranſporting great —— of 
all ſorts of proviſions in Bitamia,which friend- 


ſhip, notwithſtanding the ſeveral ſaccefſhons 


of the Princes, diſturbing the Companies Can: 
tore and Servants, is yet ſufficiently conſerved 
and continued , and ought in my opinion tobe 
cheriſhed, as abſolutely neccffary for the good 
and welfare. of onr Company, as alſo in regard 
of the Kings civil uſage of us, and his aycrſion
